Thunderbolt has 
long b2en famous for its milk-punches, and its 
fine riyer views.

1HE SPLENDID VES EL, 
as it lay in repose and m:j: sty at the wharf, was 
the object of general admiration and of every 
Atiantaen on the scene.

The Ocean steamship company has honored 
four Georgia cities by naming for each a superb 
vessel. A glanceat these will be of common in- 
terest to our seacers : 

A contract was made with John Roach, the 
extensive ehip- builder at Chister, Pa., for the 
construction of four elegant modern steamships, 
with carrying capacity of four thousand bales of 

coiton ; speed was another requisite in the con- 
tract, and & guaran ee was given that they 
— make the trip from New York to Savan- 

in ordinary weather in fifty-two hours, 
These steamers were to cost $250,000 each, and 
in part payment four of the old steamers, 
Salvador, Magnolia, Leo and Bapidan, were 
taken by the builder at a fair valuation, The 
work was at once comme , the company be- 
ing desirous to have the new steamers on the 
line as soon as possible. The great work has at 
last been completed. 
The “Gate City’’ is the last of four superb 
ships built for the Ocean steamship company, 
and which are the flaest coasting vessels in the 
United Biates. The first of the series was the 
“City of Macon,’’ which appeared at the Savan- 
nah wharf on the 6th of November, 1877. In 
December came the “City of Savannah.”’ On 
the 3lst of August came the “Cit y of Columbus.” 
The “Gate City” arrived in Savannah Satarday 
afternoon, and was met with an enthusiastic 
reception, Any description would fall to give a 
full and accurate idea of these splendid vessels, 


but the following

will be of interest: 
Dimensions of each are : 275 feet long, 38 feet 
beam and 26 feet deep. 2,000 tons custom house 
register. 
There are three decks besides the hurricane 
deck. Main deck is of iron, covered with wood 
deck. They were built under the special sur- 
vey of the Frerc bureau veritas and the Amer- 
ican shipmaster's asscciation,and haye the high- 
est rating in both. 
The machinery consists of compound engines 
of 1.500 horse power. Cylinders 38 inch and 68 
inch diameter by 54 inch stroke, with surface 
condenser. There are four cylindrical boilers, 
the working pressure of which is eighty pounds 
to the square iuc:, 
There are accommodetions for one huidred 
frst class passengers in large and commodious 
rooms, also on the hurricane deck for the cap- 
tain and officers The saloon is large, finished 
in hard woods, highly polished and richly fur- 
nished in every respect, having revolving chairs 
at the tables, The stairway leading to the social 
hall is novel and of rare beauty, with a large 
mirror at the head of the stairs. The sofas are 
upholstered in crimson velvet. Ihe state rooms 
phe main and ha ric:ne decks are large. airy and 
fully lighted and finished in a style of luxurious 
comfort. The vesse) has a steam windlass, steam 
steering gear, and all improvem-nte to add to 
the safety and comfort of passengers and diss 
patch in handlivg and transporting cargo.
